STILL TRAPPED IN W. VA. MINE 
Fourteen 
Bodies 
Found 


HOLA, W. Va. (UPI) - 
Fourteen soft coal miner** 
were 
found dead 
today 
deep inside the explosion- 
torn Clinchfield Coal Com­ 
pany's No. 2 Mine and hope 
dwindled fast 
for eight 
men still missing. 


The explosion, triggered l a t e 
last night by either methane gas 
or coal dust, plunged this small 
mining community of 200 people 
into gloom. 
As grim word was flashed from 
rescue teams 330 feet beneath the 
surface, the strain began to tell 
on relatives who had gathered at 
the pithead. 
First two bodies were found . . . 
then another . . . and then a group 
of ll in one of the main working 
areas which probably bore the 
full brunt of the violent blast. 
The search continued for the 
missing eight. 
Thirty other miners survived 
the tragedy by scampering to the 
surface. 
The general feeling at the mine 
office was one of pessimism. 
Shortly before noon, a spokes* 
man for the mine's management 
disclosed that 24 rubber sheets 
had been ordered from a nearby 
mortuary. 
Discovery of the bodies did not 
bode well for those still missing, 
veteran mine officials hinted. 
But in the tradition of coal 
mining, rescue teams pushed for

Joint Toll Bridge Commis­ 
sion yesterday authorized 
i survey which might of­ 
fer several solutions to the 
raffle - congested Burling- 
ton—Bristol Bridge. 


The surveyors are expected to 
study possibly either replacing 
the present span, relocating it, or 
building a completely new’ bridge. 
The bi-state agency passed a 
motion by 
David Goldberg of 
New Jersey and seconded by Guy 
J. 
Swope of Pennsylvania 
to 
initiate a two-part survey. The 
first would be for engineering 
data and the second for traffic 
and revenue studies. 
Engineering Pertioa 
Hie commissoners authorized 
the engineering portion to be 
made by its consulting engineers. 
Michael Baker Jr. Inc., Roches­ 
ter, Pa. It deferred action on 
naming the firm to do the traffic 
and revenue studies. 
Jack Sirott, commission chair­ 
man, estimated the total cost of 
the survey would be $50,000. He 
said the survey will probably 
take about six months to com­ 
plete and would be the first com­ 
prehensive study of this type. 


The surveyors will pick four 
possible sites for the new bridge 
within one mile upstream of the 
present bridge and three miles 
below, according to William R. 
Johnson, acting executive direct­ 
or. 
Several Alternatives 


Johnson noted that the survey 
would have several alternatives, 
including the possibility of contin­ 
uing the present Burlington-Bris- 
tot span. It will also take into con­ 
sideration the possible “total re­ 
placement" or relocation of this 
bridge. 
The present Burlington-Bristol 
bridge is operated by the Burling­ 
ton • Bristol Bridge Commission, 
an exclusive New Jersey agency 
with no revenues going to Penn­ 
sylvania whatever, he said. The 
bridge is owned by the Burlington 
County Board of Freeholders.

Edward Ginn is a courageous 
man — he risks his life daily 
with the “R o a d s Scholars,” 
those determined people who 
come to him for aid, comfort, 
and driving lessons. 
Ginn, together with his wife 
Margaret, runs the Terminal 
Driving School in Feasterville 
What’s life like for a driving 
instructor? “Hazardous,” says 
Ginn, “and full of surprises.” 
First Outing 
He recalls the time one of 
his students, a woman, took her 
first outing on a main road— 
County Line Road. 
“When she saw the first car 
traveling in her direction, she 
threw up her hands, with her 
foot still on the accelerator, and 
shouted. ‘Oh, my God, What do 
I do now?’ ” * 
That’s a pretty tight situation 
for any instructor, with or with­ 
out a crash helmet, What hap­ 
pened? “If I hadn’t been alert,” 
Ginn said, “God knows where’d 
we be now.” 
All in Days Work 
Such close calls are all in a 
day’s work for Ginn. 
An unusual experience, his 
“wildest,” he claims, happened 
recently on the Roosevelt Blvd. 
(Route I) in Philadelphia, with 
a 17-year-old boy on his second 
lesson. The boulevard is heavily 
traveled with a 40-mile limit. 
“As soon as he got to the 
boulevard,” Ginn related, “up 
he went to 50 miles an hour. I 
said, ‘Slow down,’ but he didn’t 
hear a word. 
“So I stopped the car and 
asked him what he was doing. 
He said he couldn't understand 
it. he didn’t think he was going 
that fast. I told him to be more 
careful,’ so off we went again. 
We hadn't gone a block before 
he was up to 50 again. 
“Must Have Heavy Foot” 
“I stopped the car again. 
“What in the world are you do­ 
ing?’ I asked him. And he gave 
the same answer. ‘I don’t un­ 
derstand it,’ he said. ‘I must 
have a heavy foot.’ I told him 
I’d give him one more chance. 
‘But watch the accelerator!’ I 
said. 
“He started up, and there we 
were doing 50 again. I stopped 
the car for the third time. 
That s it,’ I said. ‘You’ve had 
it. You’re finished.’ 
“Then he turned to me, ‘I 
.know why I’m going so fast,’ 
he said. ‘The inside mirror’s 
crooked.* 
Got Bark Alive 
“After spending several mo­ 
ments trying to work out the 
logic of that remark — unsuc­ 
cessfully — I decided to drive 
him home.

I was glad to get back alive.”

Swope pinpointed Cuba as one 
of the three major issues in the 
world today. The others are the

European 
Common Market, and the rela­ 
tions between Russia and China. 
Swope welcomed the develop­ 
ment of the Common Market, but 
said that the one ‘‘fly in the oint­ 
ment” 
was 
the 
insistence 
of 
French premier Charles De Gaulle 
that Great Britain be excluded. 
He said that De Gaulle was 
wrong in believing that French 
leadership of Europe could be 
maintained indefinitely, because 
Germany would ultimately chal­ 
lenge this. 
“ The greatest antidote to this 
would be Great Britain, and all 
of us should earnestly hope and 
pray that Great Britain will soon 
get into the Common Market,” 
he said. 
Swope said that he regarded 
China rather than Russia as the 
greatest threat to world peace. 
The differences between China 
and Russia should not be ex- 
xagerated — both countries have 
the same ambition — to “ bury 
us” — and it would not make 
much difference whieh one did it, 
he said. 
‘The greatest hope of survival 
we have is to remain strong 
enough militarily to prevent any 
attempt to defeat us,” he conclud­ 
ed.
